Armoured Infantryman 


Report that the British War 
Inventiona Committee is “seri- 
ously considering” the possible 
use of armour of some sort for 
the protection of individual xpl- 
diers looks back in unsuccessful 
efforts that way, except as to 
the modern helmet twenty odd 
years ago. It reminds historie- 
ally of the time when bullets 
took the place of arrows, and 
the feudal system, which one 
may think of as a miscellany of 
totalitarian governments whose 
dictators warred with cach 
other almost asx a sport, found 
itself weakened by loss of the 
immunity with which armoured 
men on armoured horses could 
ride down unarmoured men on 
foot. 

The armoured knight was in 
effect the medieval tank. He 
was not completely immune, The 
arbalist or crossbow hurled its 
bolt with such vigour that it 
penetrated armour. But the 
arbalist had to be wound up, 
which took time, and was more 
effective in siege than battle, 
The later English Jong-bow, fast 
and powerful, really — fore- 
shadowed musketry in embar- 
rassing a charge of knights. 

England knew the value of 
the long-bow. It won Crecy, 
Poitiers, and Agincourt, There 
was at one time a law in Eng- 
land that every man, whatever 
his station, clergy and judges 
excepted, should own a’ long- 
bow (which meant something 
longer than himself), keep it 
ready for use, and provide that 
his sons should begin practicing 
archery atthe. age. of seven.

Geographical Oddities 


The wettest spot on the face of the earth is the wind- 
ward (north-east) slope of Mount Waialeale (Hawaiian for 
“rippling water”) on the Hawaiian island of Kauai Hert 
the average annual rainfall is 600 inches-.-but the figures 
are seldom given out In terms of inches They're more com- 
prebensible in terms of feet or yards! 

Compare Mount Wainleale, where it almost never stops 
raining, with Death Valley, in California, where it almost 
never really rains at all, In Death Valley the average un- 
nual rainfall is three tenths of an inch--and, sometimes, 
siX or Keven completely rainless years must be averaged into 
several “unusually rainy” years to get even this scanty 
AVErage. 


“Footnotes to History 


Captain Kidd Was Not a Pirate 


Oceasionally a man will be born into an age that has a 
task waiting for him, and the combination will make history. 
Usually it is the genesis of fame for the human factor in the 
equation. In one instance, however, these factors were com- 
bined to bring a universal notoriety to a man undeserving of 
it. This unfortunate victim of Dame Caprice was Captain 
William Kidd. 

Kidd resided (about 1691), a prosperous and respected 
{amily man, in New York City. Born probably in Scotiand, 
he had made his reputation as a sea-fighter against the 
French; then he married and settled in the New World. 

At about this time it was decided by the Royal Govern- 
ment that piracy was becoming an anachronism in British 
civilisation. Kidd, then in London on business, was pre- 
vailed upon as a former privateer and habitue of pirate 
waters, to help eradicate the nuisance. He was given a valid 

_ Letter of Marque by ‘Lord Somers, the then Lord Chancellor, 
and sent on his mission of extermination with full legal 
powers. This, of course, gave him the right to seize any 
- ship navigating under the colours of enemies to the Crown— 
including France, at that time. . ‘ 

ee Kidd therefore proceeded according to the terms of this 
elastic commission, and took as prizes several native trading 

* vessels, sailing under French passes, off Madagascar. Com- 
plaints reached England from the English East India Com- 
‘pany, and Kidd was recalled. . 

To: justify his ‘seizures, the mariner had merely to show 
the confiscated French passes.
